Samuel Callaway visited the Four 
Courts Saturday morning and had a brief 
visit with her son, Frank B. Callaway, 
who is jn jail under indictement for the 
murder of h's wife last Monday. 

The meeting between mother and son 
was none the less pathetic because no tears 
and because no loud lamenta- 
tions were indulged in. The love light 
shone in Mrs. Callaway’s eyes as she 
walked through the dingy Four Courts cor- 
ridors, and as she started down the Iron 
steps leading into the jail lobby she invol- 
untarily faltered, knowing that in another 
moment she would see behind prison bars 
the form of her son who she loved none 
the less because of his fearful crime. 

She walked forward and looked through 
the narrow wicket. Callaway was expect- 
ing her and had prepared himself for the 
ordeal. Mrs. Callaway thrust her gloved 
hand through the wicket, and for a minute 
it lingered in the ungloved hand of her 
son. For a moment no word was uttered. 
A tear sprang to the mother’s eye, but it 
was seusned away, and she withdrew her 

“arma. 

“Don’t give up hope, my boy,” she said, 
in a low tone. “Your mother will always 
Stand by you. Only one side has been told. 
I know both sides, and have no fear of the 
final result. When all is told you will gain 
friends, even from those who now cry for 
vengeance against you.”’ 

“I knew you would be true, mother,”’ 
Callaway said. with more feeling than ne 
has manifested since his arrest. “I thank 
you for it. But you must not remain here 
now. I am not so bad as I have been paint- 
ed, and I know you know it. Go pow. 
for your presence here can be only painful 
to both of us.” 

Mrs. Callaway turned and walked sadly 
away. . 

She would make no statement for the 
newspapers. She had purposely kept out of 
sight, and would make no statement until 
she thought the proper time had arrived. 
Ts. Callaway is a large woman, and is 
out ® years old. Her figure is erect and 
she ié several inches taller than the aver- 
Her hair is a dark brown and 
she has dark eyes. Her face is not remark- 
able for either beauty nor intellectuality, 
neither is it a bad looking face. Her voice is 
oS and Saturday it was exceedingly trem- 
ulous. 

No means will be spared in the defense 
of Frank B. Callaway. The morning after 
the killing Gov. Charles P. Johnson was re- 
tained in the case. Since then Callaway’s 
relatives have retained William S. Anthony 
to work with Gov. Johnson. Mr. Anthony 
is the attorney who became prominent as 
a .crimina] lawyer because of the manner 
in which he conducted the defense in the 
Campbell Aligaier case recently. 

Counsel for Callaway say that they will 
not allow their client to go to trial in St. 
Louis. Some of the newspapers have print- 
ed su@h highly colored statements. it is 
claimed, and Pave so bitterly attacked the 
defendant, and created such a prejudice 
against Callaway that it would be impos- 
rm to secufe unprejudiced juries in this 
city. 

“A change of venue will certainly be 
asked for,”’ said Mr. Anthony, “‘and in view 
of some utterances of certain newspapers, 
no court could refuse to grant it. 

“It must not be supposed that we have 
no defense We have and will make the 
defense at the trial. We have no fear : 
the result before a fair and impartial jury. 
The public has heard ony one side of the 
tragedy. There are two sides and ours 
will be told at the proper time.”

About 40 waiters employed at the Grand 
Restaurant on Sixth street, between Pine 
and Chestnut streets, walked out at noon 
Saturday when business was at its height.

SAE SAW HER HUSBAND FALL 


BESIDE THE FENCE. 


Ozark Crowded With Visitors Who 


Come to Listen to the Story of 
the Remarkable Ozark 
Feud. 


Epecial to the Post Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 15.—The Bil- 
yeu-Meadows/T*ud massacre trial is now 
fairly slarted at the quaint old town ot! 
Ozark, Coristian Ceunty, scuth of this 
city. 

Jury preliminaries having been completed, 
the trial opened yesterday afternoon with 
the evidence of Mrs. Steve Bilyeu, widow 
of one of the massacre victims, 

The defendants on trial are “Pud”" Mea- 
dows, Bob Meadows, Mart Bilyeu and Hosea 
Bilyeu 

The slain were Steve Bilyeu, 
and Jim Bilycu. Others were 
ihe battie that ended so disastrousiy. The 
testimony of Mrs. Bilyeu Wis given in « 
highly dramatic manrer. In graphic detail 
she told about how the Bilyeus and the 
Meaduwe—ail kin by intermingled mar- 
riages—quarreled over their respective 
rights in a partnership rail fence, which 
was the dividing line between two of their 
farms on Bull (reek in Christian County. 
She told how the quarrel, whicn’' lasted 
more than six months, finally reached its 
bloody culmination on last Thanksgiving 
day. when the opposing forces met, and 
with «the disputed fence between them, 
fought with shotguns until three were dead 
and others were carried away seriously 
wounded. She told how the female mem- 
bers of the different families took part in 
the battle. 

In narrating the details of the part her 
husband played in the awful tragedy, and 
how he had been riddled with shot ‘before 
her eyes, her temper was _ perceptibly 
aroused, and all the fire of her zark 
mountaineer nature seemed about to burst 
out into a bleze. 

Other important witnesses

dramatic manner, Numerous witnesses are 
to be examined and the case will prob- 
ably not reach the jury before Tuesday or 
Wednesday.

This trial is one of the most notable 
that has ever been held in this country, 
and it has brought to the little town of 
Ozark a large crowd of curious spectators, 
Many of them came in covered wagons and 
are camping out on the commons. There 
is something strikingly romantic in the 
long line of bright camp ffres that set the 
countryside aglow. 

The ancestors of the present Inhabitants 
of the Bull Creek region—the scene of the 
Bilyeu-Meadows massacre—were more dis- 
posed than their -deseendants to feuds. But 
in the early day they relied largely upon 
nature's weapons for a settlement of their 
differences, although shotgun battles were 
then by no means rare. To decline a chal- 
lenge to fight was the greatest disgrace 
that the early Bull Creek. settlers knew. 
It is not strange that such antecedents and 
surroundings should have made the Bull 
Creekers of to-day the fighters they are. 
Mary of th@ people who figure in the deadly 
feuds of the Ozark Mountains—for there is 
no denying that it is a country of feuds— 
are not really criminal in their inclination. 
They become entangled In néighhorhood and 
family quarrels and use Winchesters and 
shotguns under circumstances which would 
probably have led their fathers into the 
ring for “a fair: fight’—and “fair fight” 
“iways meant a test of endurance and phy- 
®ical strength. 

With such people, the closest ties of birth 
mre not always a preventive of bitter en- 
mity, as was shown by the fact that Steve 
Bilyeu’s daughter, Mrs. Frank Tabor, who 
participated in the fight. had not been in 
ver father’s house for many months prior 
to the battle ovér the partnership fence. in 
which Steve Bilyeu was killed.

SOME TESTIMONY 
TELLS THE TALE: 


NOT EXPECTED, 


Campaign Funds Raised at 
the Fulton Asylum. 


ALL AGREE AS TO THIS. 


ONE BY ONE THE EMPLOYES TELL 
THE SAME THING. 


All Dr. Coombs’ Assistants Say That 
He Was Addicted to Liquor, but 
Not All of Them Saw Him 
Intoxicated. 


FULTON, Mo., April 15.—An un- 


expected fact in the investigation of Dr. 
Coombs’ conduct as Superintendent of the 
Fulton Asylum came Jate yesterday after- 
noon. It was the statement made by two 
Witnesses, one a discharged employe and 
the other assistant physician at the insti- 
lution, that Dr. Coombs collected funds 
from employes under him to assist Demo- 
cratic candidates last fall. 

Both witnesses agreed that one fund was 
to help F. F. Laickett, member of the Board 
of Managers, in his race for the office of 
Prosecuting Attorney of Cole County. The 
discharged employe said that the ofver 
fund was raised to aid Senator Charles J. 
Walker. Dr. Wilcox, the other witness, 
knew there was a second collection, but 
kald he did not know its purpose. He 
thought it was a contribution to the gen- 
éral Democratic campaign fund. 

In addition to this, the testimony of late 
yesterday afternoon was damaging to Dr. 
Coombs on the drinking charge. G. L. Pas- 
ley, a former employe, testified to the doc- 
tors having been frequently intoxicatedand 
kave the details of a fishin 
fall in which he said Dr. Coombs. several 
employes and twenty-three patients partici- 
pated and on which the amount of “‘bait’’ 
was out of proportion ‘to the number of 
fish caught. 


Dr. Wilcox, who is under Dr. Coombs, ad- 
mitted rather reluctant the doctor 
Was a drinking man. 
tempts to shield 
the committee arrived here. One of the 
that members of the Board of Managers 
‘roposed hat the defense would admit that 
Ir.

He described the duties 
of the steward and the methods of pur- 
chasing supplies. The witness had fre- 
quently seen Dr. Coombs under the in- 
fluence of liquor. He thought he had seen 
him intoxicated on an average of two or 
three times a week. He considered Dr. 
Coombs a steady drinker and had known 
him to be so intoxicated that he staggered. 

The witness thought, however, Dr. 
Coombs’ administration compared favorably 
with others. He said that politics eut an 
important figure in the appointment of 
employes at the asylum end said thatthe 
changes in employes -had eet «andére-fre- 
quent under Dr..Cdoombs than héfdFe. — 
When Mr. Loyd was cxcdset_ G. L. Pas- 
ley, a former employe, was called. He said 
that Dr. Coombs told him he was dis- 
charged because he was not the Superin- 
tendent’s friend. ‘The witness considered 
Dr. Coombs a regular drinker and hr§ 
often drank with him. He had seen the 
doctor “pretty full.”” On one occasion last 
September several of the employes were 
drunk and the doctor, who was, according 
to the witness, in the same condition, gave 
them more liquor. The witness then told 
of a fishing party last fall participated In 
by Dr. Coombs, the witness, several at-. 
tendants and twenty-three patients. On 
this occasion nearly all the participants, 
except the patients, became intoxicated. 
Five gallons of whisky and four or five 
cases of beer were taken by the party. In 
the evening, said the witress, some of the 
patients were given liquor. The State paid 
between $23 and $30 for the \jexpenses of 
this fishing trip. [ast summer the em- 
ployes kept beer for their own use. 


The witness then said: “Dr. Coombs 
raised campaign funds by contributions 
from the employes. One fund was to help 
the election of F. E. Luckett, member of 
the Board of Managers, as Prosecuting At- 
torney of Cole County, and the other was 
for the assistance of Serator Charles J. 
Walker of St. Charles County. Each em- 
ploye contributed from_ $2 to $5 and the 
total was from $200 to $300.’ 

In answer to questions by Mr. Hill the 
witness said he had no Interest in the suc- 
cess of either Luckett or Walker and con- 
tributed solely because Dr. Coombs re- 
quested it. He said Dr. Coombs told the 
employes that they were in the employ of 
the State and should contribute to the cam- 
paign fund. The witness said that Dr. 
Coombs several times sent him to the asy- 
lum drug store for whisky, and Dr. Coombs, 
the witness and other employes at the boil)- 
er hous? drank it. He said it was the 
habit of the doctor to frequently meet and 
drink with the witness and others at night 
in the bpiler house, The witness had been 
drunk at the institution while off duty. He 
thought the management of the asylum was 
good. His only criticism was that some of 
the patients who worked on the farm were 
ret as well clothed as under previous ad- 
ministrations. The patients frequently com- 
rt eta. 

_ J. M. Wilcox, second assistant physi- 
clan at the asylum, was called. He said 
Dr. Coombs was a drinking man, but he 
had never seen him drink to excess, He said 
a certain swagger in Dr. Coombs’ natural 
gait often led observers to belheve he was 
intoxicated. The witnéss had, however 
seen Dr. Coombs under the influence o 
liquor and had seen him in such a condition 
as to impair his efficiency as Superintend-

Concerns Bring Charges. 


RECEIVERS ASKED FOR EACH. 


DIRECTORS SAID TO HAVE RUN 
THINGS THEIR OWN WAY. 


Alleged Conspiracy to Defraud by the 
Officials of the St. Louis Na- 
tional and Universal Sav- 
ings Companies. 


Petitions were filed in the St. “Louis Cir- 
cult Court Saturday, asking that receivers 
be appointed for the Universal Saving and 
Loan Co. and the St. Louis National Sav- 
ing and Loan Co. 

John 8. Freeman of Lead Hill, Ark., and 
Oliver D. Kestor of Chillicothe, Mo., are 
joint plaintiffs in the suit against the Uni- 
versal Saving and Loan Co. Kestor is ¢he 
only plaintiff in the other suit. They claim 


that they are acting as stockholders for 
their own benefit and the benefit of others 
who may desire to assist them in the pros- 
ecution of their suits. Both petitions con- 
tain substantially the same allegations. 

In the petition filed by Freeman and Kes- 
tor it is alleged that the Universal Saving 
and Loan Co., which was organized May 39. 
1893, with a capital stock of $200,000, which 
was increased from time to time until it is 
now $2,000,000, is now insolvent and cannot 
meet its obligations. 

The petition explains that the capital 
stock is divided into 4000 shares at $500 a 
share, and that the shares are divided into 
classes, Which are known as installment 
shares, prepaid interest-bearing shares 
full paid shares and guarantee stock, and 
by other names familiar to the stock mar- 


ket.

The charge is made that the majority of 
the Board of Directors have organized an- 
other company known as the Union Sav- 
ings and Loan Co., to which they are try- 
ing to transfer the business of the Uni- 
versal Savings and Loan Co. at a big dis- 
count. The claim is made that the Board 
of Directors of the new company, who con- 
stitute a majority of the Board of Directors 
of the old company, and consequently have 
access to the latter’s books and subscrip- 
tion lists, have sent letters to members 
of the Universal Savings and Loan Co., 
containing the statement that a recent in- 
vestigation by Insurance Commissioner H. 
L. Gray has shown that that company™will 
never be able to pay more than # per cent 
on installment stock and 30 per cent on 
guarantee stock, and offering to issue 00 
per cent of stock in the new company on 
a basis of # per cent for installment stock 
in the old company and # per cent of 
stock in the new company on a basis of 3 
per cent of stock in the old company, if all 
the contracts with the ola company will be 
surrendered for contracts in the new com- 
pany for the original period of time.

ONE POSITIVE IDENTIFICATION. 


TESTIMONY REGARDING POWDER 
BURNS EXCLUDED. | 


Court Decides That Neither the De- 
fendant’s Silence Nor Admissions 
Can Be Used Against 
Her. 


CANTON, O., April 15.—When hearing 
the George trial was resumed this morn! 
Mrs. Christine Eckroat presented st; 
tling testimony. She said she went to her 
window the night of the murder after he: 
ing two shots, and saw a person bending 
forward who fired two shots toward the 
ground and then ran away through a va- 


cant lot. She identified the person as Mrs. 
George. 

Mrs. Eckroat said she had previously no- 
ticed a woman walking in front of the Alt- 
house residence, whom she later learned 
was Mrs. George. Mrs. Eckroat Is the first 
witness claiming to recognize the person 
who did the ree tee 

In cross-examination the defense sought 
to show that the witness did not know Mrs. 
(reorge well enough to identify her and that 
it was too dark for any one to recognize a 
person across the street. 

Mrs. Eckroat on cross-examination said 
that she had been using morphine for nine 
or ten years, but for the last six months 
only took it every other day. She said she 
had always done her housework and man- 
ages her household. 

Mrs. Laura Huwig of Cleveland, a daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Eckroat, testified as an eye-wit- 
mess to the firing of two shots. She described 
the person who fired them, and said that 
from what she had seen of Mrs. rge 
Since the defendant resembled the one she 
saw fire the shots, in figure, carriage and 
general appearance. 

After the adjournment of the trial of 
Mrs. George yesterday the defendant 
turned from a group of hopeful friends, 
and with face fairly glowing, said to a 
Post-Dispatch corres ent: 

“It has been a good day for us.” 

And she was right. 

The State had been deprived of vitally 
important expert evidence—the ee of 
an.expert chemist, Albert D. Smith—as to 
the character of alleged gunpowder stains 
on Mrs. George’s right hand at the time 
of her arrest. The cuticle was scraped from 
her hand and sent ‘away for analysis. The 
chemist went into the witness box yester- 
day to swear that the bits of stained skin 
under analysis showed traces of burnt gun- 
powder. An objection was raised by the 
defense that the material had been ob- 
tained under duress and that there was 
not enough of it for a satisfactory analysis. 
The chemist was permitted to say that 
there was enough material to determine 
the ingredients; he was not permitted to 
State the results of his report, because 
Judge Taylor sustained the first objection. 
This decision is interesting when it is 
remembered that in many cases, notably 
that of “‘Frenchy,”’ the convicted murderer 
of Shakespeare, in New York, finger nails 
have been scraped for blood and hair. un- 
_ the same conditions as in the case at 
ssue. 

There were other victories for the de- 
fense. The evidence of Michael Barr, a 
postoffice clerk, who appeared to identify 
an alleged threatening letter to Saxton, 
was ruled out on the ground that the man 
was not sufficiently familiar with Mrs. 
Fee nl handwriting to make the identi- 
cation. 


Charles Van Horn, a newspaper reporter, 
offered to testify as to conversation with 
Mrs. George in her cell after the arrest. 
He admitted that he had sought the in- 
terview at the request of the State’s At- 
torney and the evidence was promptly 
ruled out on the ground that neither the 
silence nor the admissions of the accused 
woman could be used against her. 
Finally Mrs. Mary Grable, an important 
witness for the State, admitted after direct 
examination that she was addicted to the 
use of opium, an admission which the de- 
fense will contend destroyed the value of 
her evidence. 
From the first it was a war between law- 
yers, who grow more belligerent as the case 
progresses. Mrs. George enjoyed thé bat- 
tle hugely. She was quick to grasp points 
of contention. A nod or smile of approval 
to her lawyers after each victory showed 
her appreciation. Her friends, too, share 
the satisfaction. 
Old Mrs. Siddinger, Mrs. George's friend. 
who sat with drawn face and downcast 
eyes Thursday, was cheerful and sociable 
yesterday. After adjournment the outside 
rail was lined with women. Some of them 
were Mrs. George’s personal friends: others 
were warm sympathizers. Mrs. George went 
down the line with a kiss or a hand-shake 
for each. She was the prettiest and best 
gowned of all. She wore a striped silk 
waist, with a blue velvet collarette, a black 
skirt and tan leather belt. When one wom: 
an asked anxiously about the trial, Mrs 
George, in cheery tones, said: 

“Oh, don’t worry; it will come out al 
right.”’ 
Her eldest son, Newton, was an interested 
observer.

Ernest Kurzenknable, who, at the recent

JOHN CANNON DOESN’T KNOW 
HIS PREDICAMENT. 


APPENDICITIS AND TWO WIVES. 


His Latest Wife Has Sworn Out a 


Warrant for Bigamy and Charges 


His Son With Burglary.

John Cannon, © years old, is in a most 
unenviable position. He is a patient at the 
Missouri Baptist Santarium, flat on his 
back unable to move. There is a deputy 
sheriff waiting in the ante-room to the 
sick chamber to arrest Cannon on a war- 
rant for bigamy as soon as he is able to 
arise from his bed. 

But this is not all. Cannon's son, Dean, 


is being sought by officers armed with a 

rarrant charging the young man with bur- 
glary in the second degree and iarceny. 
Worse, still, two women who claim to be 
Cannon's wives are alternately hammering 
on the door of the sick room—figuratively 
speaking. 

Cannon has been married three times 
during his half century of existence. Other 
men have done the same thing but, Cannon, 
it is charged, neglected entirely to —@ *; 
legal separation frdém Mrs. Cannon No. 
1 when he led No. 2to thealtar. Fortunate- 
ly for Mrs. Cannon No. 2 she died without 
discovering that she was second choice. ° 

Unfortunately for Cannon, however, wife 
No, 3 is very much alive to the entire sit- 
vation and proposes, so she says, to make 
Mr. Cannon unravel the tangle into which 
he has wooed her. 

The denouement in this play of too much 
Mrs. Cannon came at the Baptist Sanitar- 
ium when wife No. 1 was denied admission 
to Cannon’s room by wife No. 3, who was 
the widow of John Caulfield. Wife No. 1 
told who she was and wife No. 3 was sur- 
prised and disturbed. Mrs. Caulfield-Can- 
non had been paying the bills at the Sani- 
tarium. She quit paying and made in- 
quiries. 

Mrs. Caulfield was married to Cannon at 
(Mayton, Dec. 19, 1898. It was an elope- 
ment. The couple went to live at 1442 
Clara avenue. The wife owned the house. 
Cannon told his wife that he had several 
children living at Monmouth, Ill., but’ did 
not desire that they should know of the 
marriage. Accordingly, secrecy was main- 
tained. Cannon procured some furniture 
and put ft into the house. 

Several days ago Fannon became II! with 
appendicitis. His wife cared for him ten- 
derly. On the advice of physicians, she 
had him removed to the Baptist Sanita- 
rium. She employ@!l a trained nurse to 
attend him. She spent most of her time 
by the bed. Cannon’s condition became se- 
rious. His wife wrote to Dean Cannon, 
his son, whom she had never seen or com- 
municated with before, asking that he 
come to his father. Dean came, and so 
did his mother. They went direct to the 
sanitarium. They were informed that Mrs. 
Cannon had given instructions to 
no one to enter the sick room. Just then 
Mrs. Cannon No. 3 appeared. Tableau! 

Explanations and other things followed. 

Mrs. Caulfield-Cannon posted off to Clay- 
ton and swore out a warrant charging Can- 
non with bigamy. While she was gone, iit 
is alleged, Dean Cannon removed the fur- 
niture from her house. When she re- 
turned and discovered the absence of her 
household effects she hastened to the Four 
Courts and swore out a warrant charging 
Dean Cannon with burglary. The warrants 
were issued Friday afternoon.

Old Orchard School Board Will Pay 
Miss Sanders $800 and Costs. 

At a called meeting Friday the Old Or- 
chard School Board decided to compro- 
mise the suit of Miss Virginia Sanders 
against it by 
her claim. 

The compromise was supported by the 
new members of the board elected April 
4. It was bitterly opposed by John Pipkin 
and Barthold Lange, the two holdover 
members of the old board. They left the 
meeting abruptly when it became’ evident 
the compromise would have a majority 
vote.
